ISSUF PROCLAMATION.

Tt directs that all law courts, 
corporations, departments, state 
boards, judges, civil servants, peace 
officers and all public servants and 
functionaries heretofore acting un- 
der the authority of the British 
government shall continue to 
carry out their functions, unless 
and until otherwise ordered by the 
provisional government, pending 
the constitution of the Parliament 
of the Free State, without preju- 
dice to the full and further exer- 
cise by that Parliament of all pow- 
ers. 
“In the meantime,” continues 
the proclamation, ‘we hereby pro- 
hibit the altering of the status, 
rights, perquisites or stipend, or 
transfer, dismissal or disposal of 
any officer, servant, employee. or 
functionary of the state without 
scpecific authority in behalf of 
this provisional government, or «4 
minister thereof having authority 
from us in the particular case, 

“and we do further prohibit the 
removal, tampering with, or de- 
struction of any records, docu- 
ments, correspondence, accounts, 
booke, writings or papers of a pub- 
lic nature, or in relation to or 
which came into existence for the 
purpose of government or public 
administration in Ireland or any 
matter or thing connected with 
such government or administra- 
tion, or any branch thereof.”

National Review of Local Conditions; Desert High- 
way Needed; Business Off to a Good Start. 


BY CHAPIN HALD.

Under Los Angeles date line 
Dun's Review, published yesterday 
in New York, summarizes the local 
situation in part as follows: “The 
heaviert rainfall In a single storm 


for over thirty years; a larger 
trade volume despite lower prices, 
for the holidays; and the breaking 
of all annual building records s 
nalized the holiday season and the 
close of 1921. The heaviest bank 
clearings recorded for a single 
day opened the first week of the 
new year. 

“The December reports of the 
Twelfth Federal Reserve District 
indicates that the physical volume 
of merchandise now moving at 
wholesale is as large or larger 
than last year at this time. A 
similar situation obtains in retall 
trade, where the November sales 
of thirty-four department stores 
were only 7.9 per cent less than 
in November a year ago, with 
price declines reported to be from 
15 to 25 per cent. The amount of 
the average retail cash sale re- 
ported by eleven department 
stores Was $2.68 in November as 
in October, and 
1920. De- 


mal, a decline of 13.4 per cent in 
value from a year ago being ac- 
counted for by equal or greater 
declines in prices. Collections 
were from fair to good, no con- 
cern reporting poor collections. 

“California produced last year 
but 76 per cent of the canned 
fruit pack of 1920 and 64 per cent 
of the 1919 pack, according to the 
figures of the Canners’ League. 
The 1921 pack was 
cases. The canned vegetable pack 
was 2,615,947 cases, just one-half 
the 1920 pack and a little more 
than one-third of the 1919 pack. 
Peaches and apricots formed the 
bulk of the fruit pack and aspara- 
gus was the largest single item in 
the vegetable pack. Last year's 
tomato pack was only 20 per cent 
of the 1920 tomato pack, amount- 
ing to only 357,000 cases.”

Fears Big Five Would Rule 
Grocery Trade.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A res- 
Olution declaring it to be the 
sense of the Senate that Atty.-Gen. 
Daugherty should not consent to 
any modification of the court de- 
Gree affecting the “big five” pack- 
ers without specific authorization 
of Congress, was introduced in the 
Genate today by Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin. The resolution 
also directs the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture to investigate the 
entire matter and report to the 
Senate what action it considers nec- 
essary. 

Senator La Follette asserted that 
if the court decree is modified in 
such a way as to permit the pack- 
ers to engage in unrelated lines 
of business they will be free to ex- 
tend their monopoly control to the

people. 
ASSERTS LAW EVADED. 

The resolution declares that “in 
the last three years there have 
been several organizations of pack- 
r companies both before and since 
the decree such as those by which 
the stockholders of Swift & Co., 
and of Wilson & Co., Inc., continue 
to control very large grocery busi- 
messes through Libby, McNeill and: 
Libby, and through Austin, Nich- 
ole and Company, Inc., respective- 
ly, and Armour interests likewise 
still control the Conway Hotel 
Supply Company, Smith, 
Richardson and Conroy, a grocery 
end meat distributing concern in

and the Swift International, some

and let them soak into the earth. 
Another group deciared that dams 
are too expensive and reservoir 
sites too scarce, but that many 
water-spreading operations should 
be resorted to in order to sink 
storm water into the ground for 
deep-well use. Reforestation was 
recommended as a side feature of 
this plan. 

Still another group, le4 by cit- 
izens from Redondo Beach and 
South Pasadena, deplored’ § the 
wastage of water in sewage, and 
asked for action to compel cities, 
such as Pasadena and Los Angeles 
to put in sewage plants which will 
| recover, they asserted, 40 per cent 
of all water used in the two cities 
for domestic purposes. 


CHECKS REMOVED. 


T. D. Allan of Pasadena pointed 
out that in the early days storm 
waters did not menace this county 
because underbrush checked its 
flow and caused it to enter the 
ground. He asserted that the cut- 
ting off of brush and building of 
all sorts of structures has removed 
the checking forces amd closed up 
m great deal of area into which 
rain formerly went, with the result 
that there is much leas area for 
saturation, and faster runoff. 

This same thought was brought 
out by George Hinckley of Red- 
lands, representing three counties, 
which are endeavoring to control 
flood watere of the Santa Ana 
River. He told the conference that 
records are sufficient evidence that 
Redlands experienced no run-off 
of storm waters years ago, but 
that since the country has been 
developed flood waters are a men- 
ace. He estimated that fully 560,- 
000 acre feet of water passed out 
of the Redlands district via the 
Santa Ana River during the heavy 
storm late in December. 

William Mulholland, chief engi- 
neer of the Los Angeles water de- 
partment, discussed the water 
question from many angles and in- 
formed the conference that South- 
ern California can never bring wa- 
ter from any point north of the 
Tehachep!. His reasons for this are 
that thé city of Los Angeles ie al- 
ready bringing here all the water 
from the east side of the Sierra 
Nevadas. Water from the west 
side of the Sierras, he says, be- 
longs to the area between Stock- 
ton and Caliente. 

There is only one pofht from 
which water could be brought, he 
asserted, and that is the South 
Fork of the Kern River. This wa 
ter, however, in his opinion, be- 
longs to the ranchers of the Bak- 
ersfield district, and could not 
legally be wrested from their con- 


trol. 
DROP IN BUCKET. 

As for the Devil's Gate dam, he 
deciared that it will not store what 
he characterizes as a major flood, 
‘and is only a drop in a bucket 
as a conservative project, although 
jhe admitted that it has already 
/been worth more than its cost to 
‘the water department cf Pasa- 
dena. 

“I deplore the waste eof storm 
waters in Southern California,” 
said Mr. Mulholland, “and I ful- 
recognize the necessity for 
conservation. We can never hope 
to impound or otherwise conserve 
jeven 25 per cent of the flood wa- 
‘ters, but if we can save 10 per 
cent of the present waste it will 
be a colossal contribution to the 
prosperity of the country.” 

Officials of the Imperial Valley 
Irrigation District expressed the 
belief that irrigation in the val- 
ley has progressed about as far 
‘as it agn go until the storage is 
‘resorted to of Colorado’ River 
‘flood waters. They pointed out 
that at the peak the valley needs 
(7000 feet of irrigation water and

How it feels to be a mere man 
on a murder trial jury of ten wom- 
en and two men was graphically 
described last night to The Times 
by George R. Baker, retired banker 
living at 811 North Mariposa street. 

“Alter acting as a juror on this 
case,” he gaid, “I have reached the 
conclusion that in cases such as 
this, women should not be cuom- 
pelled to serve. I believe they lack 
desire for punishment. 

“Although the ladies on the 
Burch jury were very estinable 
and showed a complete willingness 
te discuss the details of the case, I 
believe as a general thing it is not 
work best fitted for women. 

Mr. Baker described the manner 
in which the deliberations were en- 
tered into and the discussions fhat 
were sandwiched between the 
eleven ballots.

He was brought back 
to Los Angeles on August 8 and 
on August 11 he and Mrs. Oben- 
chain were indicted by the grand 
jury in joint indictment No. 16931, 
charging them with premeditated 
murder. 

One by one the facts that were 
finally placed before the jury— 
with the notable exception of the 
“discoveries” announced by the 
Los Angeles Examiner—were un- 
covered in the investigation here 
and in the East. Garages where 
Burch rented automobiles, wit- 
nesses who testified they saw him 
in the glen on the night of the 
murder, who saw an autontobile 
in a little wash near the Kennedy 
cottage. and later saw a roadster 
believed to have been the one used 
by Burch on the night of the mur- 
der, were located.

Number Thirteen and Un- 
lucky Friday Appear ia 
Mennedy Tragedy. 


The number “13” and Fri- 
day occurred several times :

After a hearing lasting 
several days Judge Reeve ruled 
there was no doubt in his mind 


and ordered the trial to proceed. 

Following this ruling the de- 
fense asked for more time to pre- 
pare the case, and was granted un- 
til November 22 to go to Chicago 
to take depositions there.

Burch. 
The State witnesses told the 


jury that Burch brought a shot- 
gun here from Chicago. The prose- 
cution contended that Burch and 
Mra. Obenchain plotted to kill Mr. 
Kennedy because he fefused to 
marry Mrs. Obenchain and that in 
furth@rance of this conspiracy they 
watched and followed Mr. Kennedy 
until the night of August 5, when 
Mra. Obenchain decoyed Mr. Ken- 
nedy to the glen where Burch lay 
nm ambush with a shotgur, and 
that when Mr. Kennedy passed him 
on the steps of his cottage, Burch 
fired both barrels, killing Mr. Ken- 
nedy instantly. Letters and tele- 
grame through which the prosecu- 
tion planned to trece the con- 
spiracy were intreduced in evi- 
dence. 

Burch's attorneys concentrated 
their efforts on attacks on the 
State's witnesses. They sought to 
tear down the structure 
the prosecution and to impeach the 
testimony that placed Burch itn the 
gien on the night of the murder. 
As an additi-nal defense the ac- 
cused man's attorneys declared 
that if Burch did kill Mr. Kennedy 
he wis insane when he did it. More 
than a week was devoted to the 
testimony of alienista. 


LONG TIME 
IS USED TO 
TRY BURCH. 


Length of Trial Surpasses 
Many Held Here Recently 
for Sayers, 


Lasting exactly eight weeks, the 
Arthur Burch murder trial has 
eclipsed other of the more cele- 
brated murder trials in recent 
years in the Q@matter of time re- 
quired for the tntroduction of tes- 
timony and in most cases for the 
period of elapsed time from 
start to the verdict. 

Burch went on trial November 
22. Four and one-half court days 
were required for selection of a 
jury composed of ten women and 
two men. The remainder of the 
time has been consumed in testi- 
mony adduced and in the argu- 
ments. 

Among the other recent cases. 
in the first trial of Maybelle Roe 
a jury was chosen in less than an 
hour and only nine days elapsed 
before a disagreement was report- 
ed. Two women served on that 
jury. In the second trial, eleven 
days were required for the case 
which resulted in a first-degree- 
murder verdict, recommending a 
life sentence for the slaying of 
McCullough Graydon. The jury 
included four women.
